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BOARD OF GOVERNORS 
APPOINTMENT 


MICHAEL A. DOMECKI, President of Concord 
Engineering Ltd. of Edmonton, has been 
appointed to the Board of Governors of 
The University of Alberta. He was appointed 
by Order in Council to fill the balance of the 
term of R. K. BANISTER who resigned in 
September. The term extends until June 1973. 

Born in Poland, Mr. Domecki received his 
Bachelor’s degree and his Master of Civil 
Engineering at the Technical University of 
Warsaw. After graduation he worked in bridge, 
railroad, and defence works. He served as 
technical instructor with the British Army of 
the Rhine for two years. In 1948 he 
immigrated into Canada where he became 
actively involved in the construction industry. 

Mr. Domecki served for five years on the 
Board of Directors of BACM industries. 
Since 1965 he has been President of Concord 
Engineering which is engaged in the develop- 
ment of coal mining properties. 


CAMPUS SECURITY FORCE 


D. G. TYNDALL, Vice-President (Finance and 
Administration), issued a statement to the 
press Thursday, because “considerable 
misunderstanding has resulted” from numerous 
observations in the press about the Campus 
Security Force. 

Dr. Tyndall said certain statements appearing 
in the press and on the air that members of 
the Campus Security Force have been instructed 
to ignore drug offences and liquor offences on 
campus are completely incorrect. 

He explained that Campus Security Force 
members are instructed to report any 
suspected offences and that the University will 
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then take appropriate action in the light of all 
the circumstances. This action could include 
requesting assistance from the Edmonton City 
Police and advising the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police. 

He emphasized that the University is not a 
haven for those who break the law but that the 
needs of the University may, under certain 
circumstances, require methods of law 
enforcement which differ from those suitable 
in other areas of the city and province. 

In the matter of drug offences, the 
University believes that the RCMP—which is 
especially trained and equipped to handle 
investigations in this area—is the appropriate 
body to handle the enforcement of the laws 
relating to narcotics. 

Dr. Tyndall said that certain members of the 
Campus Security Force felt they could not 
work within the Force regulations regarding 
such matters. They felt that they should have 
broader discretionary powers of arrest. When 
the men stated that they could not work within 
the University’s regulations, the Director of 
Campus Security requested their resignations. 

Dr. Tyndall said that the cases of these 
men are now under review and that he is not 
prepared to comment on individual cases or on 
the men as individuals until the matter has 
been reviewed and decisions reached as to what 
action should be taken. 


COMMUNICATE ‘71 


A conference on educational communications 
will take place in Edmonton, June 27 to July 
1, 1971. The three sponsoring organizations are 
EMAC (Educational Media Association of 
Canada), ETRAC (Educational Television 
and Radio Association of Canada) and 
CSFA (Canadian Scientific Film Association). 
These three organizations will hold joint 
sessions and small group workshops, led by 
experts from various countries. 

EMAC, organized four years ago, represents 
audio-visual administrators and co-ordinators 
from every province.

ETRAC is a professional 
organization formed in 1968 to serve 
the needs of Canadian educational broadcasters 
at all levels of education, and includes those 
who are involved in closed circuit or open 
broadcast with VHF or UHF facilities.

of the Metropolitan Educational Television 
Association, Toronto. CSFA, which was formed 
three years ago, involves science teachers 

and researchers who use and produce 
scientific film. JACQUES PARENT of Montreal 
is President. 

Sessions will be held for media instructors, 
school trustees, administrators, broadcasters, 
cablecasters, teachers from the primary level to 
post-secondary, and for those involved in 
adult education.
